STORY FROM LONDON TO 


Alleged Cable from Agui- 


naldo Favoring the War, 


Claims the Peace Envoys Were 
Fraudulent and that American 
Troops Keftse to Obey Orders, 


London, May 15.— The Filipino junta 


here has received a message from Ag- 
uinaldo, from Hong Kong, May 12. "The 
Filipino government in accordance with 
the general feeling of the country has 
decided to continue war at all costs, un- 
til independence is secured. The Fili- 
pinos energetically refuse American 
peace overtures. It is believed that re- 
stricted autonomy is coupled with 
promises of susequent self government. 


Tbe Filipinos Demands. 


"The Filipinos demand strict fulfill- 


ment of the articles of the American 
constitution and treaties contracted by 
the American representatives when im- 
ploring Filipino alliance while combat- 
ting Spaniards. All the Filipino gen- 
erals support Agumaldo. Luna's over- 
tures for peace were untrue. Our army 
is near Manila, Simultaneously attack- 
ing the whole of the American, line. 
The hospitals are crowded with Ameri-

To Garrison Zamboanga. 


Washington, May 15.— The war de-

The place 
is of great strategic importance and is 
the capital of Mindanao, a good sea 
port, Zamboanga is easily defensible 
with a small artillery force, Ttexfact 
that the insurgents there have rapid 
firers makes the situation there serious, 
but it is not believed that they have a 
supply of ammunition necessary to 
operate the weapons, 
which, conse- 


quently will soon become useless to 


Through unofficial agents, the gov- 


ernment is quietly investigating the 
state of affairs in the Sulu group, south 
of the Visayas, with a view of deter- 
mining whether by good management 
the inhabitants may not be brought to 
allegiance to the United States without 
insurrection. The natives are Moham- 
medans and owe allegiance to the Sul- 
tan, whom the Spaniards were never 
able to bring to more than, a nominal 
subjection. It is probable that an an- 
nuity will have to be provided for him 
out of the revenues c-f the islands after 
the United States takes possession. 


Washington, May 15.— The following 


dispatch from Major General Otis, giv- 
ing the status of the military situation 
as it now exists in the operations against 
the insurgents, was received at the war 
department yesterday under date of 
May 14:

As Viewed by Sevela. 


Madrid, May 15.—Premier Silvela, in 


an interview regarding the attack by 
the Filipinos upon the Spanish garrison 
at Zamboanga, island of Mindanao, in 
which two Spanish officers and three 
men were wounded and one man wa» 
killed, said: 


•Tft is very painful to us to have suf- 


fered these losses in a territory that does 
not belong to us. We left these troops 
in the Philippines in the hope that they 
might aid in securing the release of the 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the 
Filipinos. Our efforts in this direction 
-have been useless. -"Aguinaldo refuses 
to treat with us, and- a Frenchman (M. 
Dumarais) who had offered on our behalf 
to treat with the enemy was killed by 
them. 


"America has not yet succeeded, as she 


has no more authority than we had. We 
cannot leave troops any longer in a ter- 
ritory that we are not obliged to defend, 
and I have telegraphed General Elos to 
use three steamers for the immediate 
transportation of our troops from Zam- 
boanga and Yolo (?) and to acquaint 
Major General Otis with these instruc- 
tions, so that the American commander 
may possess the territories we are aban- 
doning." 


FRANCHISE TAX. 


Governor Roosevelt Very Decided on 


die natter and 'Will Call 


Extra Session. 


Albany May 15. — Governor Roosevelt 


has decided not to sign the present 
franchise tax bill until May 27. He 
will call an extra session for Monday 
night. May 22, for the purpose of per- 
fecting the bill. He will not accept any 
amendments imposing a tax of 3 per 
cent on the gross receipts, believing 
such would relieve the larger corpora- 
tons from the tax. He* will accept two 
amendments only, one placing the col- 
lection of the tax with the state tax 
commissioner, the other making the 
franchise tax take the place of all other 
kind of taxes, so that the tax will be 
equitable all over the state. 


PEKIN IS AGITATED. 


Russia's Demands Tor Railroad Con- 


nections are Considered as 


most Serious. 


Fekin, May 12.— The Russian de- 


mands for a new railroad concession, 
connecting Pekin with Russia's pres- 
ent railroad system at Manchuria, are 
exciting the gravest anxiety here. The 
officials are in constant consultation 
with the Dowager empress. The Ger- 
mans and Japanese are especially un- 
easy. The feeling with the prominent 
Chinese is that the moment has come 
to make every effort in the direction of 
securing British sympathy <and aid.

Gets Tlitrtr-Btgnt Years and Brakes a 


Sensational Speech. 


Lewiston, Me., May 15— George W. 


Pierce was sentenced this morning to 
38 years in state prison for attempting 
to murder ex-Cjty Marshal H. E. Tell 
and Judge Cornish of the municipal 
court 


Pierce was sentenced to 20 years for 


attempted murder of Teel, and 18 years 
for attempting to poison Judge Cornish. 


Pierce wan not visibly affected by the 


sentence, but after it was passed he 
made a sensational speech to the court 
and spectators. He said he was con- 
victed by the lying testimony of his ac- 
cusers, but he forgave them all. He 
went to prison without Ill-will to any 
one. 
He informed his hearers that if 


he lived to the expiration of his term

fused to go to work this morning with 
the men who have been working in the 
elevators, and whom the contractors 
refuse to discharge. 


The shovelers claim they were re- 


quired to get cards from Contractor 
Connors before they would be permit- 
ted to work and that in addition, ob- 
jectionable shovelers 
are at work. 


Some of the boss scoopers objected to 
were working notwithstanding* the 
agreement reacfied- that they would 
be suspended pending an investigation 
•of -iUe~ charges against them. 
The 


shovelers marched to headquarters 
with their scoops on their shoulders.

AN INJUNCTION ISSUED. 


Sale of North Adams News Property 


Restrained Until Suit Against W. 


W. Butler is Settled. 


E. A. McMillin has entered suit 


through M. E. Couch against W. W. 
Butler of the Berkshire national bank. 
The suit rises out of the advertised 
foreclosure sale of the North Adams 
News property. An injunction has been 
issued r-strammg the sale and was 
served tnis afternoon. The matter is 
rather complicated to the lay mind. 


It seems that the North Adams 


savings bank held a mortgage against 
the Hoosac Valley NPWS property be- 
fore it became the North Adams News 
and before E. E. Byam became the 
sole proprietor of the newspaper and 
plant. 
"When Mr. Byam bought the 


newspaper and plant Mr. Byam agreed 
to assume this mortgage as part of the 
purchase price of the concern. A little 
over two years ago the North Adams 
savings bank collected on this mort- 
gage, D. "J. Barber and others endor- 
sing a note that Mr, Byam might get 
the money. This mortgage was there- 
fore satisfied, but it was assigned to 
Mr. Butler of the Berkshire savings 
bank, and supposed to remain a first 
mortgage on the property securing the 
men who became endorsers to raise the 
money to pay it. 


Another mortgage was held by Mr. 


McMillin on the property, securing him 
for that part of the purchase price that 
Mr. Byam yet owed. It was under- 
stood that the assigning of the other 
mortgage to Mr. Butler preserved that 
mortgage as a first lien on the prop- 
erty and that the mortgage held by 
Mr. McMillin on the property was a 
second mortgage. The suit brought 
against Mr. Butler is to compel him 
to give up the mortgage that was as- 
signed him on the grounds that It was 
paid. If this is successful it will let 
th« mortgage Mr. McMillin holds be- 
com* * ffrtt Iten en the property and 
th*r« •wfll tx» no'thfng to repraeent the 
interests that hav« now .foreclosed on 
the pYoplfrty but the equity over the 
mortgage Mr. McMillin holds. 


The injunction issued restrains the 


sale of the property to satisfy the note 
endorsed by" Mr, Barber and others 
until the point! involved are settled.

i Perhaps the most prevalent mania of 
men gifted with mechanical ingenuity 
'takes'the shape of accomplishing or at- 
tempting to accomplish in miniature 
the mightiest feats of engineering that 
human hands have ever set up. The en- 
thusiast in miniature regards the Forth 
bridge, for example, not as a utilitarian 
masterpiece, but as a model to be fol- 
lowed and copied in all the materials 
supplied by a threepenny bit, and the 
985 feet of Eiffel tower neither fills his 
breast with awe nor horror, but is re- 
garded as a choice subject to be con- 
structed in miniature out of bent pen 
and the shell of a walnut. 


Of the mediaeval mechanicians John 


Mnller, better known in the trade as 
Begiomontauus, which one must admit 
sounds well for one of his oraft, who 
lived in the fifteenth century, was with- 
out doubt the Maskelyne and Cook of 
tha period, or at all events he had as a 
biographer a writer of greater imagina- 
tion than the other less fortunate genii 
of that era. Peter Ramus, the writer in 
question, not only credits John Muller i 
with fashioning a wooden eagle, which 
on the occasion of the Emperor Max- , 
imihan visiting Nuremberg flew out to 
meet him, saluted him in due form— 
however that may havfe been—and then 
turned round and accompanied the pro- 
cession to the city gates, but further as- 
serts that the same individual turned 
out an iron fly 
Which, having flown a perfect roundabout, 
With -weary -wings returned unto her master. 


We are inclined to think, all things 


considered, that Feter Bamus bad the 
makings of a very fine creator of excit- 
ing fiction in him and that it was a sad 
pity he allowed his gift to be wasted in 
compiling a biography of a 100 years' 
deceased automata artificer in place of 
forestalling the friend of our youth, M. 
Jules Verne. 


The cherry stone has been a favorite 


subject for the worker in miniature 
since Hadrianns Junins saw at Mechlin 
"a cherry stone cut into the form of a 
basket, in which were 14 pairs of dice 
distinct, the spots and numbers of which 
were easily to be discerned with a good 
eye.'' A museum in Massachusetts h?s 
among its other possessions a cherry 
stone containing a dozen silver spoons. 
As the stone is of the ordinary size the 
spoons are so small that their shape can 
only be admired by the aid of a micro- 
scope. Other remarkable cherry stones 
are the ones carved till over with 134 
heads, mostly of popes and potentates, 
and the one fashioned by a topmaker at 
Nuremberg, which contains a plan of 
Sevastopol, a railway station and the 
"Messiah" «f Klopstock, is indeed mul- 
tnm in parvo. 


A tiny vessel has been made of late 


years by an Italian jeweler who came 
into possession of a pearl that nature 
bad caused to taker upon itself the shape 
and contour of a boat. A sail of beaten 
gold studded with diamonds, a binnacle 
light of ruby and emerald, and a rud- 
der of ivory complete the structure, 
which weighs less than an ounce all 
told. We recently, saw it stated that the 
smallest steam engine in the world is 
one of an upright pattern, made of sil- 
ver and gold and resting on a 25 cent 
goldpiece. The diameter of the cylinder 
is one1 forty-eighth part of an inch; 
stroke, one thirty-second of an inch; 
weight, one-eighth of a grain; bore of 
cylinder, .8125 of a square inch. The 
engine can be worked either by steam 
or compressed air, and—oh, shade of 
Peter Ramus—the balance wheel of 
one-third of an inch diameter is said to 
make 1,760 revolutions per minute. 


In 1816 a knife was made at Messrs. 


Travis & Sou's, Manchester, containing 
three blades, buttonhook, saw, punch, 
screwdriver, box, corkscrew, hook and 
gimlet, two phlemens, a species of lan- 
cet, picker and two more lancets with a 
ring at tbe head. The knife, we learn, 
was only eleven-sixteenths of an inch 
long and weighed 1 pennyweight 14 
grains. 
At this end of the century 


Sheffield can boast of a dozen pairs of 
shears, each so minute that they alto- 
gether weigh less than half a grain, if 
report speaks true. 


Of examples of microscope writing 


there is no end, but one of the most fa- 
mous is mentioned by Pliny, who said 
that Cioero bad once seen Homer's 
"Iliad" in a nutshell. In order to prove 
the trnth of this a French writer named 
Hnet experimented in the presence of 
the dauphin, whose tutor he was in 
1670. 
He first showed that a piece of 


sheepskin 10 by 8 inches can be folded 
up to fit the shell of a walnut, and then 
proceeded to prove that he could get 350 
stanzas of 30 verses to a btaiiza on each ! 
side of the paper, or 7,500 verses on ! 
each side. Of the paintings in minia- 
ture Carol van Mander, the sixteenth j 
century painter and historian, quotes , 
the landscape painted by Lucas van ' 
Heere's wife. This work of art repre- 
sented a mill with sails bent, the mil- | 
ler appearing as if mounting the stairs 
loaded with a sack. A cart and horse 
were seen upon the terrace upon which 
the mill was fixed, and on the road sev- 
eral peasants were discerned. The whole 
was perfectly distinct and accurately 
finished, and yet so minute that it oould 
be covered with one grain of corn. 
Surely that most microscopic artist, M. 
Jan van Beers, must be descended from 
the fair painter of that extraordinary 
work of art.—London Standard.

General Greely Describe* Trial* of 


Itarconi'a 
Telegraphic 
Syitem. 


Will Be of Great Value Fur Shore 
Connection With Ship* at Point* 
Where Cobles Cannot Be Perma- 
nently Maintained. 


General Greely recently made the 


first authoritative statement as to the 
progress making in the development of 
wireless telegraphy under the auspices 
of the United States signal corps. The 
important conclusion is reached by 
General Greely that the wireless system 
is not likely to supplant the ordinary 
method of telegraphic communication. 
The results EC far obtained have been 
uncertain. 


General Greely's statement is as fol- 


lows: "Since the announcement of the 
tests in space telegraphy by Signer 
Marconi two years ago the subject has 
been under consideration by the signal 
corps of the army, and recently experi- 
ments have been begun with the object 
of thoroughly testing the value of this 
means of communication for military 
and other governmental purposes. 


"Special apparatus has been designed 


and constructed for these tests, which 
have already shown sufficient promise 
to warrant further and systematic 
trials. In view of great public interest 
and in order to facilitate experiments 
by other scientists in the United States 
it is deemed proper to put forth this 
statement of operations to the present 
time: 


"Transmitter.—In the experiments 


thus far several forms of transmitter* 
for the generation of the Hertsian waves 
have been used, and much promise has 
been realized from the use of a large 
clternating current coil in oil as a gen- 
erator instead of the ordinary Bhum- 
korff coil employed by Marconi. This 
toil is energized by a three-quarter 
horsepower rotary transformer, furnish- 
ing 125 volts alternating potential, and 
this arrangement makes a very power- 
ful and efficient source of Hertsian radi- 
ation. 


"Receiver.—The former receiver used 


has been substantially the Brankey 
'coherer,' invented in 1891, and the 
signals transmitted are recorded upon a 
receiving tape. 


"The transmitter has been mounted 


upon the west elevation of the state, 
war and navy building, utilizing the 
present wooden flagpole as the vertical 
wire for the transmitter. The receiver 
was first placed at the old naval obser- 
vatory grounds, about three-quarters of 
a mile distant, and later moved to the 
signal corps station at Fort Myer, Va. 


"During the experiments constant 


tommunication by heliograph and flag 
between the transmitting and receiving 
stations has been kept up by the trained 
men of the regular signal corps, and 
this has greatly facilitated the work cf 
experimenting. 
Signals, letters and 


words have been transmitted and re- 
ceived between those stations, but the 
great delicacy and constant adjustment 
required in the present receiver have 
made the transmission of regular mes- 
sages as yet unreliable and uncertain. 


"The presence of large buildings and 


masses of iron and other metal, neces- 
sarily present in cities, makes such 
places undesirable for carrying on ex- 
periments of this character. The dis- 
tance over which signals may be trans- 
mitted by a given apparatus is a func- 
tion of the height of the vertical wire 
used at either end, and this has natu- 
rally suggested the use of small gas bal- 
loons, such as have already been used 
lor signal and other purposes by the 
signal corps. A supply of these balloons 
bas already been obtained, and will be 
aged for this purpose in the near future. 


"That there is a field of usefulness 


for space telegraphy is undoubted, but 
that it will supplant to a material ex- 
tent the use of wire for ordinary com- 
mercial telegraphy is net believed. Its 
value for connection between light- 
houses and lightships and the shore at 
points where cables cannot now be per- 
manently maintained will be great. 
For signaling between ships at sea and 
to replace ordinary Sag methods in use 
between naval vessels it should prove 
invaluable, since no kind of weather, 
neither fog, darkness, nor storm, avails 
to affect its use. 


"The use of metal reflectors to aug- 


ment and direct the radiation to partic- 
ular points has already met with par- 
tial success and should be thoroughly 
investigated. At present the radiation 
proceeds from the transmitter in all di- 
rections, and the same message can be 
received at any point within the proper 
radius at which a receiver is placed. 
A satisfactory directing reflector and a 
receiver of the proper electrical capac- 
ity, or, in other words, tuned to the vi- 
brations of the particular transmitter, 
Would make a great advance in space 
aslegrapby and do much toward the ex- 
tension of its field of practical useful- 
ness. 


"While secrecy of transmission is 


among the probabilities, the present 
stage of experiment does not justify its 
positive prediction." — Philadelphia 
Press.

Often one hears the opinion expressed 


that the Indian cannot be taught the 
"white man's ways; that, though he 
Ipends the 21 years of his early life at 
Ihe government school, he will throw 
nway bis store clothes and wrap biin- 
Eelf in a blanket as soon as he gets back 
to his tribe again. Late statistics prove 


i the error of this popular notion, and a 


, visit to tbe Mescalero Indian agency in 


i eoutheastern Ne^Mexicowill open the 
! eyes of the skeptic to that fact. 


Only a few years ago, comparatively, 


the Mescalero Apaches were a source 
of terror to the whole southwest, and 
their deeds of merciless butchery and 
fiendish cruelty sent a shudder through 
the whole nation. For years the Apaches 
"hoodooed" and "buffaloed" the agents 
who were sent to govern them. The 
Apaches wheedled, begged, demanded 
and threatened, and the agents gave 
freely of the government stores as a 
means of pacifying them. The farming 
implements given the Indiana were sold 
at Las Cruces or thrown away, for a 
noble Apache would sooner die than 
work. The Indians also insolently de- 
manded that Uncle Sam build them a 
council hall. 


The Apache taming commenced 


when Captain Stottlcr took charge of 
the agency. Nautzila, the most power- 
ful chief of tho Apaches, came to the 
agency and asked for supplies. Nautzila 
begged and expostulated. All in vain. 
He was told to work, and he answered 
with a demand and a threat. The 
doughty young captain took him by the 
scruff of the neck and slack of his buck- 
skin breeches and hustled him out of 
the office, kicking him down the steps. 
Nautzila's assortment of fine paints 
and eagle feathers was hopelessly ruined, 
and his following immediately dropped 
to two relatives. Now the chief is one 
of the most industrious and prosperous 
farmers on the agency. 


The Indians were finally compelled 


to cut their hair, wear the dress of civ- 
ilized whites, give up their tepees to 
live in comfortable log cabins, and the 
women had to give up their blankets 
for Mother Hubbards. The Mescalero 
Apaches are no longer Indians hut 
Americans in all that the term applies. 


The agency is really a socialistic 


etate. In the school each class is allot- 
ted a certain time for stufiy, and the re- 
mainder of time is devoted to hard 
work. The forenoon class of boys de- 
rotes the afternoon to the manufacture 
of garden tools, digging irrigation 
ditches, sawing and cutting wood, sow- 
ing grain or alfalfa, planting corn, 
making hotbeds, etc. The forenoon 
class of girls devotes the afternoon to 
cooking, sewing and general housework. 
In turn, the afternoon classes relieve 
the others of those functions. The pu- 
pils seem to have a natural aptitude for 
drawing and acting, and the Friday 
night assemblies afford them ample op- 
portunity to display their talents in the 
latter. The little ones give their songs 
and recitations with naive gestures, and 
they have a good ear for music. This 
system of education is superior to that 
heretofore in vogns of sending the In- 
dian youths and maidens to distant 
echools to be educated. 


The school garden consists of 60 acres 


of land. Sixteen acres are devoted to 
alfalfa raising. The farm stock includes 
20 Holstein cows, 12 horses, 40 sheep, 
hogs, etc. The Indian boys are first 
taught the care of hotbeds and early 
growth of vegetable life and then the 
latter branches of the work until har- 
vesting is reached. The land is com- 
pletely surrounded by irrigation canals 
and drainage ditches. 


The following statistics may prove 


interesting: N^umbei of Indiana on 
agency, 444; wearing civilized clothes, 
444; number who can read, 217; school 
children, 110; attendance at school, 100 
per cent; Indian houses, 90; cost to 
government of houses and conncil hall, 
nothing; self supporting Indians, 444; 
acres of ground cultivated, 1,600; acres 
of ground fenced, 8,000; irrigation 
ditches, ten miles. 


At the territorial fair tho agency took 


first prize for the best display of kinder- 
garten work, drawing, map work, fancy 
work and dressmaking. The public 
schools, as well as the Indian schools of 
the territory, competed for the- prizes. 
—Santa Fe Special to Kocky Mountain

General Hughes calls 
attention to a heroic act performed by

&oine buildings to prevent tbe pprea!} 
of the flames, and in referring to this 
General Hughes says: 


"I wish to make special mention of 


Sergeant Leon H. Chick. Battery H,< 
Third United States artillery, who waa 
acting under the direction of Captain 
"W. T. Wood, chief cf ordnance, itt 
placing and firing the powder car- 
tridges. The fuse cf the second cartridge 
failed, and the building was one sheet 
of flame in tho lighter materials of tha 
upper stcry. Sergeant Chick simply 
asked, when it became apparent that 
the first fuse had probably failed, if 
Captain Wood wished the fuse replaced. 
and on receiving an affirmative anewar 
he entered this fire trap, renewed tha 
fuse and caused the explosion of tha 
cartridge, which so wrecked the build- 
ing as to enable the fire to be checked! 
with the means then at baud. Thia 
quiet discharge of so perilous a duty ig, 
in my opinion, worthy of special recog-- 
nition, and I therefore recommend Ser- 
geant Chick for the appointment off 
ordnance sergeant, which I am informed! 
is a position he seeks, and also that ha 
be granted a certificate of merit."

tant general of tbe array General Otia 
says; "General Hughes might have 
added in his report tuat he was present! 
in person with his troops during the 
entire period covered in this report and 
directed in person all operations. Hia 
tact and unceasing vigilance saved the 
city from conflagration and possibly 
preserved the lives of the inhabitants/?

WARFARE OF FILIPINOS. 


Native Treachery Responsible 


For Many Horrors. 


NEW SIX POUNDER GUNS. 


Deai&ned For Special Use In Const 


Fortifications or In the Field. 
The war department at Washington 


has received information of delivery at 
Sandy Hook of 20 of the new pattern 6 
pounder guns designed for special use 
in coast fortifications and in the field. 
A contract for 60 of these guns was 


j awarded to the Driggs-Seabury 
Gun 


and Ammunition company some time 
ago. While it has the same appearance 
of the Driggs-Schroeder gun, it is 
greatly improved by a decrease in the 
number of the parts and the total ab- 
fence of all screws, so that the mechan- 
lem can be assembled or disassembled 
without the use of any special tools. 


The piece is mounted on what is 


known as a minimum recoil carriage, 
which is not unlike the ordinary service 
carriage used in the army, but has tbe 
addition of a recoil cylinder, by which 
the gun is permitted to recoil independ- 
ent of tbe trail. It is also mounted 
higher than'the 3.2 inch field guns of 
the army, so that it may be utilized 
above a parapet. When so used, it is 
connected with a parapet by an ingen- 
ious arrangement holding it in position, 
which permits lateral train, but no re- 
coil to the trail. On either side of the 
trail is a tread for tbe gun pointer and 
' a shoulder bar similar in shape to that 


used on the navy mount, so that the 
gun operates the same as if mounted in 
a fixed position, while it can readily be 
disconnected from the parapet and used 
in any other part of the fortification or 
in the field or along the beach, in the 
same manner as any ordinary field gun. 
—Exchange. 


NEW DIAMOND TEST. 


Genuineness of a. Gem Easily Deter- 


mined by X Rays. 


Professor W. C. Fuchs of Chicago has 


accidentally learned that the genuine- 
ness of diamonds can bo determined by 
the X rays. 


In operating with the light, when 


pictures were taken of hands upon the 
fingers of which were supposably dia- 
mond rings, he noticed that sometimes 
tbe settings would show in- the skia- 
graphs. 


Then he obtained from a jeweler sev- 


eral pure diamonds and, throwing the 
inter* light upon them, found that 
they c^ered no resistance to the rays, 
•which penetrated them without casting 
a shadow. The sensitive photographic 
plate was as clear as if nothing had 
been placed before it. Then the professor 
secured some of the best paete and imi- 
tation diamonds and found that these 
offered the same resistance that common 
glass does, dark spots showing plainly.

WHAT OUR BOLLIEBS HAVE TO SAY 


Tell Tale* of Fearful SlangUter—Na- 


tives Are Superstitious—Wearing 
Rnde Charms to Protect Them 
From Death, They Rush Madly to 
Thetr Fate. 
Letters of American soldiers in tbe 


Philippines to their friends and rela- 
tives at home give actual and vivid 
pictures of the war, besides showing 
bow the superstition, savagery and 
treachery of the natives have made nec- 
essary a mode of warfare against them 
Which under other circumstances would 
be cruel and rapacious. Tbe following 
letters have been gleaned by the New 
York World: 


Sergeant \fill A. Rule, Company H, 


Colorado volunteers, writes: "The car- 
nage in the district of Tondo is some- 
thing fearful. When yon can realize 
400 or 500 persons living wifhin the 
confines of five or six blocks, _nd then 
an order calling out all of the women 
and children, and then getting fire to 
houses and shooting down an,T uiggera 
attempting tv escape from tbe flames, 
you have an idea of Filipino warfare. 
I think that the amount of American 
blood already spilled by these natives ia 
warrant sufficient for the complete an- 
nihilation cf all disturbers. I am not a 


I bloodthirsty brute, but I am positive in 
I my belief that we take too many pris- 
i oners—from 100 to 300 a day." 


I 
J. Grant Hinkle, Company L. First 


Washington volunteers: "In a skirmish 
today the boys made a round up, and 
at one place there were 17 men lying 
around a priest who had been killed 
with them. It is presuined'tbat they 
urge their followers and assist them on 
the field by their presence. Many of the 
natives wear large shields cr breast- 
plates of some kind of coarse cloth, 
whereon is written in Latin what they 
claim is a charm or defense against all 
evil. They have tolfl us that they coulfl 
! not be killed while wearing these 


i shields. The past three weeks has wit- 
1 nessed tbe burial of 3,000 such ideas." 
' 
Victor Klingenberg. drummer, Thir- 


teenth Minnesota volunteers- "I went 
over tbe battlefield a couple cf days 
nfter the fight, and I had never before 
in all my life seen anything that looked 
go bad. The field was strewn with dead 
insurgents. In some places they were 
in bunches of 25 to 50. As far as you 
could see there lay dead 'niggers.' 
Many of the native killed and wounded 
had 'charmed' shirts." 


T. W. Lemon, sergeant major. First 


Washington volunteers, writes: "Just 
HS the game was most plentiful and the 
boys were making good Filipinos of a 
lot of natives one of them had his atten- 
tion drawn to a clump of bushes. Break- 
ing through a fringe of undergrowth he 
caught a priest in the act of trying to 
don or rearrange his robe. No palaver 
was wasted on him. Some of the men 
who conducted the post mortem said 
the body had 28 bullet holes." 


William Koopnian, First Nebraska, 


writes to bis parents: "The niggers, 
thinking we were retreating, clambered 
over the wall after us, yelling and 
EcrenTning like fiends. We reached cover 
of a fence just as Company B came up, 
and, hastily loading guns, we turned 
with the niggers right behind us- and 
before they realized it a volley was 
poured into them, and then the two 
companies charged,after them. Oh, the 
way the niggers piled up in that field 
and small valley while the boys were 
simply mowing them down! Before 
they could get out of range 78 of them 
were scattered over the ground." 


Albert F. Pray, First Washington 


volunteers: "Not far from where I 
write Dewey threw a 10 inch shell into 
a trench and killed 150. We could see 
them go into the air in pieces. There 
were four ships in the fight, shooting 
over our heads for five hours, and how 
those big boys do screech 1" 


W. D B. Dodson, Company A, First 


Oregon volunteers; "One Filipino start- 
ed across the stone bridge. A Twenty- 
third soldier stopped him, when the na- 
tive drew a knife. Just then the relief 
was approaching, conoisting of four 
men. 
The Filipino tumbled over an in- 


etant later with five bullet holes through 
him. 
His body was kicked off into the 


canal to save work in burying." 


Lieutenant Harry H. Seckler, Com- 


pany C, Twentieth Kansas: "The 
Americans are mistaken about Agui- 
naldo's influence. The real leader of 
the insurgents is Montenegro. The Fili- 
pinos don't want to fight. Boys captur- 
ed by the Kansans told us that they 
were made to stand up in front on pain 
of being shot from the rear, and that 
they were threatened with slavery." 


Alois L. Price, Company C, First 


Idaho volunteers: "On all of the na- 
tives who were killed was a large white 
rag covered with inscriptions of Jesus 
Christ, saints, with earmarks in Latin 
and Spanish. This is worn by ibein be- 
cause the priests have told them if they 
'wore this charm our bullets would not 
kill them, and of course they believed 
them,". 


Lieutenant Colonel W. J. Fife, First 


Washington volunteers: "There are 
labout three men to one gun in the rebel 
ranks. The other two nse dummy rifles. 
When the man with the Mauser falls, 
the nest man seizes it. Tbe natives are 
keen and cunning. Their sharpshooters 
have been found in trees wearing a 
complete covering of banana leaves. A 
small hole in the leaf was made for tho 
eyes. Some of the sharpshooters are 
•cripples, and they are tied in the trees, 
remaining until killed by our troops. 
They are armed with the Mauser rifles, 
which are mnch better at long range 
than onr guns. They will carry for two 
miles, or. as the boys say, the bullet 
never stops."

IN EPIS20PAL CHURCH, 


Ordination of Professor Briggs In 


Ifew York Pro-cameantu 


Kuch-Talked-of Protests Did 


Not Materialize! 


EXPERIENCE 
1*1 THE 
KLONDIKE 


Ceremonial Were Hurried Through and Devoid 


of Sensational Features. 


New York, May 15.—The ordination of 


Professor C. A. Brisks, D. D., took place 
yesterday at the hands of Bishop Potter 
In the pro-cathedral of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. 
Dr. Eriggs, who 


was found guilty of heresy by the Pres- 
byterian assembly, was ordained to- 
eeihier with Rev. Charles A. Snedeker. 


Those who expected from th« gr»at 


outcry of the past three weeUs some sen- 
sational features were disappointed. 
There was no scene, no excitement and 
no protest was filed either beginning, 
during or at the close of the ordination. 
One would imagine that it was the ordin- 
ation of two average priests. 


There was nothing notable in the ser- 


mon preached by Rev. Dr. George Dous- 
lass to attract attention. The most 
radical statement in the whole sermon 
was mild, such as "intellectual paralysis 
is not an attribute of the church of God, 
but intellectual faith is." 


Rev. Dr. Douglass discoursed on "Au- 


thority," taking his text from the 21st 
chapter of St. Matthew, 23 verse. His 
line of thought was that one in order to 
be an authority must live up to the 
word of God as well as to preach it. 


The ceremonies were very long, com- 


mencing at 10:30 o'clock and continuing 
until late in the afternoon. If anything 
the services were hurried a little, and 
the general communion which followed 
the communion of the postulants or can- 
didates tended to extend the time. The 
church cannot seat more than 500 people, 
and there was about twice that number 
sitting and standing. 


Bishop Potter was asked what he had 


to say preliminary to the ceremonies. He 
said he had no notice of protest and had 
received no protest. He smiled at the 
thought of any of the objecting clergy- 
men appearing in the church and mak- 
ing a scene. He, however, said that ha 
had received a letter from a layman pro- 
testing against the ordination of TJT. 
Briggs, and as this letter was written 
under a misapprehension of the facts 
and law, he had answered. He did not 
desire to give the name of the layman 
who, 
he said, was high up in the councils 


of the church. Inasmuch as the letter 
he himself had written in answer to it 
was general in its nature, and set forth 
his position, he had no objection to mak- 
ing it public. 


Rev. Dr. Brigigs was somewhat nerv- 


ous, though he did not betray it in the 
church during the ceremonies. There 
was a semblance of nervousness in all 
the celebrants. There seemed to be a 
tendency to hurry through the cere- 
monies. The church was not decorated. 
Only a few potted plants and a few lilies 
were in the chancel. 
! 


Precisely at 10:30 the organist began 


an organ voluntary. He had scarcely 
finished it when the opening strains of 
the processional were heard. The usu^al 
order was observed in the processional. 
After the choir came the vicar, Kev. Dr. 
Paddock, then the candidates-, Rev. Drs. 
Briggs and Snedeker, their sponsors, 
Rev. Drs. Smith and Nelson and Osborne, 
and lastly the bishop. Rev. Dr. Briggs 
wore the stole of academical d«cree, as 
also did Rev. Dr. Snedeker.

The congregation stood as the proces- 


sional was being gone through with. The 
candidates and their sponsors took seats 
which had "been placed in a row in front 
of the chancel. Bishop Potter took a 
seat near the! holy table and Rev. Dr. 
George William DouglesS', who was to 
deliver the ordination sermon. Rev. Dr. 
Osborne and the prestyters took seats 
on either side of the chancel. Rev. Dr. 
Douglass is an occasional preacher in 
Grace church, which was offered by the 
Rev. Dr. Huntington for the ordination. 
He lives in Tuxedo Park, N. J. 


A simple service, according 
to the 


Episcopal church, was gone through and 
then the rites of ordination in accordance 
with "the form and manner of ordering 
prieits" was begun. 


After a prayer and singing Rev. Dr. 


Douglass delivered his sermon. In his 
charge to the candidates Dr. Douglass 
spoke slowly and impressively. At the 
conclusion of the sermon of ordination 
Rev. Dr. Osborne read the litany. Then 
the most impressive moment arrived. 
The sponsors went forward and pre- 
sented the candidates to the bishop. The 
candidates stood together with their 
sponsors before the bishop.

Delirium tremens developed, and he waa 
sent to a hospital, from which he was 
discharged as cured yesterday morning, 
and returned to the lockup to appear in 
court this morning. 


According to his story he accumu- 


lated considerable money in the fishing 
business, sailing out of Gloucester and 
from T wharf, Boston, since the begin- 
ning of the fish war, leaving his seines 
when the Klondike boom developed. He 
got no farther than Juneau, where he 
fell in with confidence men, who got his 
outfit and most of his money, leaving 
him barely enough to make his way 
back to St. John, N. B., where he dis- 
posed of some little property that had 
been left him. 
There he was very de- 


spondent, and started on a debauch a 
month ago, which ended with his arrest 
here. 


He will be examined as to his sanity, 


and if found to be insane will be sent to 
the Danvers asylum. It is thought that 
his Klondike experience may have un- 
balanced his mind.

Disappeared So Suddenly That Crew 


Bad No Time to Escape.

Seven Sailors Went to the 


Bottom With Her. 


Captain May Have Escaped, but His Wife and 


Child Were Drowned 


Bault Ste. Marie, Mich., May IS.—The 


schoonw Nelson, with a cargo of coal, 
foundered in Lake Superior, off Grand 
Marais, Saturday evening and carried 
down all hajids, with the captain, his 
wife and child, it is believed, although a 
late report from X)eer Park, Mich., says 
that the captain was saved. The Nelson 
was in tow of the steamer Folsom, with 
another schooner. 


The beach at Granfi Marais was but 


four miles under the lee of the boats and 
Captain White determined to try tha 
dangerous expedient of turning the tow 
in the sea, and running before the wind 
for White Fish Point. Before the turn 
was finished the Nelson was seen to turn 
toward the shore, and it became evident 
that the line had parted under the strain 
or had been cut. Soon it became ap- 
parent that she was sinking. There was 
no chance oflrendering any assistance, 
however, as the crew of the Folsom had 
their hands full in taking care of their 
own craft and the Mitchell. In a .few 
minutes the Nelson threw her stern into 
the air and dove straight for the bottom. 
"Where she sank there is 300 feet of water. 


The sinking ship disappeared so sud- 


denly that her crew had no time to even j 
lower their yawl, which hung on the 
i 


davits at the stern. The Folsom and Mit- 
chell shots- marks of the heavy weather 
through which they passed.

The crew consisted of Captain Andrew 


Haghney of Toledo, with his wife and 
2-year-old child; Fred Haas, sailor, resi- 
dence unknown, and six other sailors, 
names unknown. 


The Nelson, which is owned by the ^ 


Mitchell Transportation company of' 
Bay City,' Mich., was in tow of the 
steamer A. Folsom, which had * the 
•Suhouirer Maf y L. B. Mitchell as a con- 
sort. The Folsom and, Mitchell 'turned 
back, and arrived, here Saturday after- 
noon, without serious damage. Captain 
A.- E. White, master of the steamer, at 
once reported the disaster to the owners. 
The Folsom, Mitchell and Nelson weore 
laden with coal.

At the time of the disaster the wind 


was "blowing a gale of 50 miles an hour 
and freezing hard. The three boats were 
being coated with ice, and this added to 
their coal made them ride very low in the 
water. The seas broke aboard con- I 
stantly, and the force of the gale was i 
driving them toward the beach.

The Nelson was formerly one of the . 


crack vessels of the lake fleet, and when 
she first came out in 1866 was considered 
an extremely large schooner. She meas- 
ured 766 gross tons, and was 163 feet long 
by 32 feet beam.

Dewey Sure to Be Accorded a Warm WebfJM 


by Foreign Nations, 


Washington, May 15.—Admiral Dew 


ey's homecoming by way of the Med- 
iterranean is likely to give occasion for 
distinguished honors from the navies of 
Europe, most of them being represented 
by extensive squadrons in those waters, 
and some of them having their chief 
naval stations at Mediterranean ports. 
Already Ambassador Cambon has cabled. 
the attention of the authorities at 
Paris to the return of Admiral Dewey 
by way of the Mediterranean and the 
probable sailing of his flagship Olympia 
past the French naval ports in Algiers. 
These are opposite the British posses- 
sions of Gibraltar and Malta, at the 
entrance to the Mediterranean, and are 
easy and natural stopping places along 
that route. 
It is hardly expected that 


the admiral will touch at Toulon, the 
great naval seaport of France. 
At all 


the ports of French Algiers he will be 
accorded every honor due not only to 
his high rank, but to the universal es- 
teem in which he is held by the naval 
fraternity. 


The British authorities have taken no 


steps thus far to have the admiral stop 
at British ports, but it is stated by one 
of the British officials that Dewey will 
ba assured a most enthusiastic recep- 
tion If he stops at any British station, 
and undoubtedly steps will be taken to 
induce him to touch at Plymouth and 
Portsmouth, the southern naval depots 
of England, if there are any prospects 
of his acceptance. 
•In any event?, it is said, the admiral Is 
quite likely to stop at Malta and Gibral- 
tar, as these are the usual coaling places, 
and this will give an opportunity for an 
expression of British esteem for him. 
In the event that the admiral could be 
induced to stop in England en 
e 


home, it is said that he will pro >ably 
be met at Aden or Port Said by a Brit- 
ish escort.

«„.., acknowledged to be the greatest 
dramatic virtuoso in Europe. He was 
elected a member of the Academy, and 
every crumb from his pen was turned 
into half a dozen languages. Thereafter 
actors and actresses came flocking to 
him, begging for plays. He moved down 
from his little garret and became a man 
of the world; a man of fashion he never 
was. Then something happened. His 
wife, the woman who had made him, 
died. There was nothing lett for him 
to do but work and forget. And work 
he did. Now, men call Victorien Sardou 
a brusque and hard hearted man and a 
colossal egotist. Such he is in his work, 
but those who know him best, who have 
had a glimpse of the .man when his

Call at Valentine*, 


WORK WILL BE PRACTICAL 


Militia Will Do Own Work at Camp. 


Plan for Mobilization. 


It, has been decided by the adjutant- 


general that all work done in camp at 
South Framingham by the state militia 
this summer will be entirely of a prac- 
tieal nature. Rations will be issued, 
and show and ceremony will be entirely 
abolished. 
Extra 
efforta are being 


made to fully equip the entire force. 
Troops will pitch and strike their own 
camps, and no caterers or caterers' help 
will be allowed. The second brigade- 
will go into camp between. August 1 and 
15, and the First brigade August 19 to 
26. 


A proposition is under consideration 


to mobilize the entire militia in Boston 
early in October, making the July per- 
formed of ap radical nature. In the 
afternoon a review will be held on the 
common, when the flags carried during 
the Spanish war will be officially turned 
over to the commonwealth. Nothing is 
definitely decided upon as yet, but the 
above plan has been outlined and will 
probably be carried out. 


Arrangements will soon be completed

Charily Fund to be Returned. 


It is announced that the $10,000 known 


as "the Berkshire fund," given by the 
late Zenas Marshall Crane of Daiton to \ 
the Massachusetts charitable eye and 
ear infirmary of Boston, is to be re- 
turned and that thii House of Mercy 
of Piltsfield is to b& its custodian. Thi.i 
fund -nas given as a trust, the income 
of which was to be used to send to the 
House of Mercy quarfeily an expert to 
examine persons from Berkshire afflict- 
ed with eye troubles, and who applied 
for admission to the Boston institution. 
It is said that the Boston institution is 
willing to give the money back, and 
now that conditions have change;! 
Berkshire' is prepared to furnish all 
that the state institution was asked to . 
do, and even more. 
| 


Pittsfield of late has had specialists 


of its own in that branch. At the time ! 
Mr. Crane made the gift, Berkshire had 
no oculists. Mr. Crane gave the fund 
before his death, the name of the giver 
not to be divulged during his lifetime. 
Now that the strict,letter only of the 
bequest is lived up to it practically 
amounts to nothing. The expert oomes 
once in three months and examines 
those who are supposed to have no 
means to obtain other counsel. 
He 


gives no treatment whatsoever, and ap- 
plicants are furnished a ticket entitling 
them, to examination when they reach 
Boston. The result has been, that few 
or none apply for the consultation, for 
it is now generally known that no 
treatment is expected. 


Strictly speaking, that was not what 


Mr. Crane gave the money for. Dur- 
ing his lifetime there was more or less 
treatment of eyes, and ears were also 
examined. For some 10 years the auri- 
cular department has been omitted, 
and the optical has been exclusive. It 
is now argued that inasmuch as Pitts- 
field oculists have given free clinics to 
such as deserve them at the House of 
Mercy, if the fund could be transferred 
it would aid materially in the very 
work Mr. Crane intended. 


New Amateur Racing Rules 


The racing board of the League of 


American Wheelmen has issued the fol- 
lowing important bulletin, which will 
interest many local riders: 


"Racing men, with the 
exceptions 


hereinafter stated, shall not be eligible 
to compete in open races after May 1st, 
1899, 
until they have registered with 


tha racing board and have been as- 
signed a number which they must in- 
sert in entry blank and must exhibit 
certificate of registration to the clerk 
of the course before starting and to any 
other proper official on demand. 


"Entrants to norice races, closed races 


and boys under 16 years of age need not 
be registered. 


"The registration fee for profesionals 


shall be $2 per annum. 


The registration fee for amateurs 


who are members of the Li. A. W., shall 
be 50 cents; non-members S1.50; riders 
16 and 17 years of age, 50 cents. 


"All 
applications for registration 


must be accompanied by the fee and 
must give the full name, number, street, 
city and state address of the applicant. 
Applications of members of the L. A. 
W. must be accompanied by member- 
ship ticket. Members 16 and 17 years of 
age must furnish a proper statement 
from their parents or guardians certi- 
fying to their age. 


"One 
object of registration is to en- 


force proper discipline and to protect 
racing men from 'ringers,' schemers 
and ineligible parties attempting to 
compete against them under assumed 
names."
